You arenot authorised to enquire 
into: the civil liabilities Of the

Liabilities arise out of their’“con- 
tractual ‘relationships, or from snr 
tortious act or neglect on their 
part; therefore, I do not propose 
to discuss the question of the’ civil 
Hability of any person or depart- 
ment;- those questions may here 
after be discussed in another place, 
and it would not be proper for this 
‘tribunal to. express any. opinion 
upon them!’ ee? 
- « .It ts your duty to find the cause 
.of death, and if you were satisfied 
-that there had been criminal 
negligetice on the part of any penton

committed for trial at the Criminal 
Session, :

No provisions were made with re- 
gard to the height of the sheds, the 
numbers to 66 accommodated, the 
position or size of the exits, ‘stair- 
cases or gangways, or the use, of 
the sheds (except a futile condition 
about gambling, which it was not 
intended to enforce), .no precaution 
whatever was” taken;against fire, 
and no step was’ taken either. to 
improve the water supply ‘or inform 
the Fire Brigade. . é 

The éxcuse ig put forward that 
the same thing had beet going on 
for some 40 years, but, gentlemen. 
many things have happened in 
those 40 years; end within the last’ 
80 years there have been a nimber 
of disastrous collapses and fatal 
fires in this Colony ,to remind the 
authorities of their duty to protect 
the public. X . 

The questions of .overcrowding and 
precautions against fire, which are 
of vital importance to my ‘clients, 
are as old as Noah’s Ark—the first 
building of which we have a record 
—and these questions have, been 
considered by the anthorities here 
quite recently in framing regnlatior- 
for theatres and places of - public 
entertainment. a

Having let-the sites in-this most 
unsatisfactory way, and’ enriched 
the Treasury to the extent of some
